DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1 1-19, drawn to a process for identification of anti-counterfeiting mark. 

Group II, claim(s) 20-22, drawn to an apparatus for identifying anti-counterfeiting mark. 

Group III, claims(s) 23, drawn to a process for identification of anti-counterfeiting mark 
applied to a surface of a first substrate layer. 

Group IV, claim(s) 24, drawn to a first substrate marked with an anti-counterfeiting 
mark. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The application 
contains claims to more than one of the combinations of categories of inventions set 
forth by 37 CFR 1.475. 

According to 37 CFR 1.475 regarding unity of invention: 

(a) An international and a national stage application shall relate to one invention only or 
to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of invention is claimed in an 
application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only when there is a 
technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the same or 
corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical features" 
shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of the claimed 
inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 
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(b) An international or a national stage application containing claims to different 
categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the claims are 
drawn only to one of the following combinations of categories: 

(1 ) A product and a process of specially adapted for the manufacture of said 
product; or 

(2) A product and a process of use of said product; or 

(3) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said 
product, and a use of the said product; or 

(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out 
the process; or 

(5) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said 
product, and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the 
process. 

If an application contains claims to more or less than one of the combinations of 
categories of invention set forth in paragraph (b) above, unity of invention might not be 
present. Furthermore, the determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the 
inventions are claimed in separate claims or as alternatives within a single claim. 

Unity of invention exists only when there is a technical relationship among the claimed 

inventions involving one or more special technical features. The term "special technical 

features" is defined as meaning those technical features that define a contribution which 

each of the inventions considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. The 

determination is made based on the content of the claims as interpreted in light of the 

description and drawings. 

Group I involves the special technical feature of applying an anti-counterfeiting 
mark to a surface of a first substrate, wherein the anti-counterfeiting mark is a first 
biopolymer, contacting the first biopolymer with a second biopolymer, applying an 
electrical current to the biopolymer-biopolymer complex and measuring an electrical 
property of the complex to identify the presence of the anti-counterfeiting mark. 

Group II has the special technical feature of a device for applying electrical 
current and/or device for measuring an electrical property. 

Group III involves the special technical feature of contacting the first biopolymer 
with at least one second biopolymer, applying an electrical current to the biopolymer- 
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biopolymer complex and measuring an electrical property of the complex to identify the 
presence of the anti-counterfeiting mark. 

Group IV has the special technical feature of a first substrate marked with anti- 
counterfeiting mark identified by applying electrical current to the biopolymer-biopolymer 
complex and measuring an electrical property of the complex to identify the presence of 
the anti-counterfeiting mark. 

Furthermore, Thielecke et al. (U.S. PG Pub No. US 2004/0209351 ) teaches a 

method of applying electrical current to cell aggregates, spheroids, and measuring 

electrical property of the spheroids to determine the neurotoxic and 

neuropharmacological effect of substances on biological tissues (p1 , paragraph [0007], 

lines 1-7). 

A telephone call was made to Ms. Parsons on May 9, 2005 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
